Washington, October 13.—A serious con-

No Coal Being. Mined. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 13.—What was 
looked upon as an important day in the 
matter of resumption of work in the coal 
mines passed without any serious trouble 
and each side to the controversy is claim- 
ing a victory. Reports received here 
from coal companies all over the region: 
are to the effect that at least twélve 
collieriese and four washeries started op- 
erations today. President Mitchell, in a 
talk with the correspondents, . asserted 
that reports received by him from his 
Hieutenarits tn the field showed fewer men 
were at work today than last week, . 

It. is quite evident that extte efforts 
were made on both sides to gain an ad- 
vantage. The soldiers of the Third brig- 
ade were sent into the outlying mining 
towns in this region long before starting 
up time, to patrol the roads leading to 
the collieries, but they were not com- 
pe..ed to. rescue any ore.from strikers 
The company superintendents are author- 
ity for the statement that for the past 
two days the mine workers have been 
mikking house to house canvasses, hold- 
ing the men in line. 

In an interview tonight President Mitch- 
ell summed up the general situation as 
follows: 

“Tl have heard from every point in the 
coal region today and my information 
is to the effect that fewer men were at 
work today than there were last week. 
There were desertions from the camps at 
Scranton, Hazelton, the Panther Creek 
Valley and Shamokin. *The report that 
twelve collieries resumed operations is 
not true. The Bellevue colljery of the 
Lackawanna Company, which, 
claimed was started, hoisted two cars 
and then shut down; the Johnson colliery 
Nos. 1 and 2:o0f the New York, Ontario 
and Western Company did not move a 
wheel; at the Lattimer mines of C. Par- 
dee & Company the mine foremen raised 
some coal that’ had been gathered at 
the bottom, and no new men started in 
there as is reported. 

“The Prospect colliery of the Lehigh 
Valley, which is also said to have begun 
work, did not ship any coal.”’ 

While Mr, Mitchell was willing to talk 
about the conditions in the coal fields, he 
resolutely declined to digcuss the con- 
ferences that have been in progress 
among the operators. In: reply to ‘all 
questions as to whether he had received 
any information or offers from the other 
side, he said: . 

“J ~won't talk about that.” He said he 
had.made no arrangements to leave the 
city to meet any one. There was no news

Paris, October 13.—The Boer generals, 
Botha, DeWet and Delarey, arrived in 
Paris today. Senator. Pauliat and the 
pro-Boer committee received them at the 
railroad station. After speeches of wel- 
come had been delivered, the party drove 
to a hotél. The precincts of .the station 
and the route to the hotel were thronged 
with spectators, who heartily cheered the 
generals, though the crowds ‘present and 
the énthusiasm manifested were nothing 
like the assemblages and demonstration 
witnessed on the occasion of Mr. Kruger'’s 
arrival here two years ago. : 

The generals called at. the Elysee pal- 
ace, where they signed the register. From 
the palace they went to the residence of 
Premier Combes,.where they were received 
by the premier. They explained to M. 
Combes that they had been greatly 
touched by the ‘courtesy of the ‘French 
people, ahd thdt they considered i their 
duty to express their gratitude to the, 
French government: M, Combes thanked 
the’ Beors’ for their words and shook 
hands with them. The generals then pro- 
ceeded to ‘the foreign office, where they 
had a brief and similar interview with 
the . foreign .minister, M.. Delcasse. Af-. 
terwands they visited. the presidants of 
the chamber of deputies and «the senate.

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Count de Bradsky and Com- 
panion Killed. at..Paris by 
Collapse of Balloon, 


FROM GREAT HEIGHT 
AERONAUTS. TUMBLED 


Ropes Connecting Car to Dirigible 
Airship Broke and the Men 
Were Dashed to Pieces. 
Thrill of Horror Caused 
in Paris. 


Paris, October 13.—De Bradsky, ‘the 
aeronaut, and his engineer, Morin, were 
killed by falling from a dirigible balloon 
today. 

The balloon started from the aerostatic 
station at Vaugirard, a suburb of this 
city, at 7:55 a. m. on a trial trip. After 
preliminary maneuvering with a rope 
attached, De Bradsky released the bal- 
loon and proceeded southward at a 
height of 300 or 400 feet. The propellers 
ot the machine appeared to work. well. 
The rudder, however, was not quite suc- 
cessful. At about 9:20 the balloon had 
returned to above the point of departure 
and then it gradually mounted higher 
and higher until it disappeared in, the 
clouds. The prefect of police later re- 
celved a dispatch announcing the fall 
of the balloon car near St. Denis, 5 1-2 
milés from the center of Paris, and add- 
ing that its two occupants were killed. 

Car Dashed to Ground. 

The accident occurred at about 9:30. 
When the balloon was above Stains, 
near St. Denis, the ropes attaching the 
car to the balloon broke from some 
unknowfi cemse and the car, with its 
occupants, De Bradsky and Morin, was 
dashed to the gréund and the aeronauts 
met instantaneous death. The balloon 
itself disappeared in the clouds. 

,When the balloon arrived over Stains, 
the aeronauts eallied to some workmen 
in the fields, asking~the direction of Pan- 
tin. De Bradsky was seen moving about 
the car. Suddenly one of the wire ropes 
broke and then another gave way and 
the car, weighing 880 pounds, crashed 
to the ground, burying the aeronauts 
beneath it. They were crushed, their 
legs were broken and their’ faces were 
bloody, but they were not disfigured. 
The bodies were taken to St. Denis. 

The catastrophe sent a thrill of horror 
through Paris, following the disaster 
to the Braziliam aeronaut, Severo, who 
was killed May,.12 last, and whos@ 
‘balloon started frog; the same shed in 
a southern part of,Paris as did De Brad- 
sky’s balloon today. The principle of 
the latter’s ship had been warmly dis- 
cussed, and its ascent was awaited with 
the keenest interest, 

Wife Saw the Start. 

A number of aeronauts, friends of De 
Bradsky, and the latter’s wife were 
present at the start. His wife, though 
anxious that her husband should demon- 
strate the success of his invention, wit- 
nessed his departure with considerabie 
emotion, especially as the conversation of 
the spectators turned on the fatal end- 
ing of Severo’s experiment. 

£: Bradsky first tried the ascensional 
screw, situated below the car, and the 
airship, held by ropes, rose easily and 
maintained its equilibrium. De Bradsky 
was satisfied and said he would maneuver 
over the drilling grounds. A whistle was 
blown, the men released the ropes, the 
propelling screw behind was set in mo- 
tion and the airship was pointed in the 
proper direction, when suddenly a south- 
west wind sprang up and the airship 
swerved to the northeast instead of the 
northwest. Crossing the main boule- 
vards the aerial craft executed a num- 
ber of evolutions, but} continued north- 
ward, with the wind, eventually disap- 
pearing over the great white- Basilica 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart, on 
top of the hill of Montmartre. The aero- 
naut’s wife and their friends waited at 
the shed from 8 till 10 and grew anxious 
at his prolonged absence. :

BROKERS IN WASHINGTON 
BARRED BY INJUNCTION 


Forbidden by Court’s Order To Han- 
dle Grand Army Excursion 
 Tickets—J udge Hagner Holds 
That Contracts on Tick- 
ets Are Absolute. 


Washington, October 13.—A decision of 
sweeping importance to ticket scalpers 
and the railroad passenger business g?n- 
erally was delivered today by Justice 
Hagner, of the equity court of the dis- 
trict of Columbia, who permanently en- 
joined thirty-three of the local ticket 
brokers from selling the Grand Army 
‘special’ excursion tickets issued by ‘the 
‘Pennsylvania, Southern, Baltimore and 
Ohio and Chesapeake and Ohio railroads, 

The defense of the brokers was that 
they were pursuing a legal, licensed bro- 
kerage business and that the railroads in 
combining in the establishment of 
joint ticket agency here during the en- 
campment for the viseing of return tick- 
ets, etc., violated the Serman anti-trust 
law. ‘ : ’ 

The court held that the tickets solid by 
the roads on account of the Grand Army 
encampment bore contracts signed by the 
purchasers in the presence of a- witness 
and were absolutely void when used by 
any other than the original purchasers. 
The tickets distinctly read that any one 
except the original purchasers attempt- 
ing to use them would be subject to pros- 
eciftion for forgery. The contract signed 
by the original purchaser is absolute, ac- 
cording to the court, and any violation 
of it constituted fraud, on which the suit 
at bar for the injunction properly was 
based. The court declared that the con- 
tentions of the complaining roads was 
tenable. 

As to the claim of the defendants that 
the roads violated the anti-trust law, the 
court held that the joint ticket agency 
could not be considered in that light, as 


fixing of rates. Further, the defendants 
had showed that they were violating the 
law and could not press as a defense 
the violation of the law by another party. 
The brokers, however, gained another 
day's delay by the fact that none of the 
bonds presented by the railroad compa- 
nies were executed properly when offered 
this afternoon ana the brokers claim that 
the delay thus caused will permit them 
to sell off the tickets remaining unsold.

PRESENTED TO ROOSEVELT |

Sir Michael Herbert, 
ish ambassador, was presented to 
the president today Secretary of 
State Hay. The presentation took place 
at what is called the “temporary white 
house,”’ on Jackson place, and this was 
probably the first occasion since the 
white house has been octupied as the 
rresidential mansion that the credentials 
of an ambassador or minister have been 
received outside of its doors, 

Instead of calling at the state depart- 
ment first, which is the usual course, the 
ambassador proceeded directly to the 
|temporary white house, with the full staff 
of the embassy, in their diplomatic uni- 
forms. Secretary Hay,. meeting him at 
this point, presented him to President 
Roosevelt in the parior on the second 
floor of the house. 

The presentation was made in the usfal 
form, with the important exception that 
the president, though progressing rapid- 
ly toward recovery, heeded his physicians’ 
warning and remaineg seated, not under- 
taking to stand on hiS wounded leg. 

The ceremony was brief, consisting in 
the presentation of the new ambassador 
by Secretary Hay, delivery by the am- 
bassador of his credentials and a felicit- 
ous speech by the ambassador expressive 
of the pleasure it gave him to return to 
“Washington and an appropriate response 
from the president. That was all of the 
ceremony, and when it was over Sir 
Michael, who is a long-time friend of 
the president, their acquaintance dating 
back for years, accepted Mr. Roosevelt's 
invitation to be seated, and the two had 
a long personal chat. 

The new ambassador will take rank 
next after Signor Mayor des Planches, 
the Italian ambassador. Baron Von 
Holieben, the German ambassador, is 
now dean of the corps.

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MRS. ANDERSON REARRESTED. 


She Is Held Under Charge of Murder 
in Ware County. 

Waycross, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
John Néttles, who was shot by Mrs. Kis- 
sie Anderson near Bickley, in the north- 
ern part of this county last June, is 
dead, and Mrs. Anderson has been rear- 
rested under the charge of murder, and 
lodged in jail here. John Nettles was in- 
jured in the hip, and his brother, Perry, 
was also injured by the same charge of 
buckshot fired by Mrs. Nettles. Perry 
Nettles’ wound healed in a short time, 
and it was believed that John was not 
dangerously injured. Mrs. Anderson was, 
therefore, released a short time ago under 
a bond of $200 for assault with intent to 
murder. 

The evidence at the preliminaty trial 
of the woman showed that she kept a 
house of questionable character near Bick- 
ley, and the Nettles’ boys, accompanied 
by a number of other young men of the 
neighborhood, went to Mrs. Anderson’s 
house presumably for the purpose of mak- 
ing her leave that section. The woman 
became ®nraged, and fired a shotgun In 
the air to frighten the men away. Mrs. 
Anderson states that the men threatened 
to break Into the housé and beat her, and 
to prevent them from so doing she had 
to shoot into the crowd. There was evi- 
dence before the court to prove that the 
men did leave the premises when the 
first charge was fired from the gun, and 
when they were running down the road 
the woman fired again at the fleeing men, 
wounding both the Nettles boys. 

Mrs. Anderson is an ifnorant country 
woman, and has two grown daugiiters, 
who were in the house with her at time 
of the shooting. Her lawyers will make 


application before Judge Willis Dart for 
bail this week.

Kyle, of Panola, former member of con- 
gress from that district, and' Judge A. C. 
McKimbrough, chancellor of the delta 
district. Judge J. B. Chrisman, of Canton, 
is also proposed. — 

A rather striking feature of the guber- 
natorial campaign is the fact that none 
of the candidates suggested have rushed 
forward with denials that they want the 
office. Like Barkis of old, they are unan- 
imously willing. The activity of the cam- 
paign was accelerated last week by Judge 
F. A. Critz, of West Point, who has taken 
the stump for joint debate with Messrs. 
J. K. Vardaman and E, F. Noel. The 
chief issue of debate is the proposed di- 
vision of the school fund between the 
races, and Major Vardeman is energetic- 
ally opposed in his pet theory by Messrs.

There is not another state in the union 
where a smaller percentage of the quali- 
fied vote is polled at the November elec- 
tion than in Mississippi, and the average 
elector rather regards it as impudence 
to suggest that he ought to put himself 
to the trouble to exercise his franchise 
when there is no contest. Party pride in 
this respect is almost an unknov juan- 
tity, for democracy is so stro siy en- 
trenched that the people regard it as a 
matter of course, and after the early bat- 
tle is fought out among themselves the 
subject is dismissed and attention turned 
to the next party contest. 

Among some classes of voters the No- 
vember election is unconsciously regard- 
ed as somewhat in the nature of a gov- 
ernment institution, or an useless append- 
age to the election machinery of the com- 
monwealth in which they are nowise con- 
cerned, 

It will be a surprise if 40 per cent of 
the registered vote of Mississippi is polled 
next month. It is more likely to be in the 
neighborhood of 25 per cent. Only two of 
the congressional nominees have taken 
the trouble to address their constituents 
since the primaries were held, and the 
authors/ of the three am«ndments to the 
State constitution have not even issued 
circuular addresses explaining the objects 
of the measures they propose to incor- 
porate in the organic law of the common- 
wealth. 

Good Weather for Farming. 

Favorable weather for harvesting the 
cotton crop has prevailed in Mississippi 
during the past week, and good progress 
was made in nearly all parts of the 
state. 

Heavy showers are reported from a 
counties, seriously retarding the 
work of picking, which is being rapidly 
rushed to completion. The temperature 
has been slightly below normal, and ex- 
perienced planters who closely observe 
weather conditions expect a heavy frost 
before the 25th. of the: month. Frost will 
not damage the prospects to any extent, 
however, for very little new cotton is 
being formed, 

It is estimated that two-thirds of the 
Mississippi yield has already been picked 
and a good part of this has been market- 
ed. The faflure of the market to respond 
normally to the goyernment estimates of 
crop conditions carries with it the al- 
most universal conviction in this state 
that a higher range of prices need not be 
expected, and the staple is being rapidly 
carried from the gin to the buyer. 

There has been a material reduction in 
the number of buyers for export operat- 
ing in the Mississippi field this year, and 
from some communities comes the com- 
plaint that the farmers are almost at the 
mercy of the local merchants, among 
whom the competition is not so spirited 
when foreign buyers are not after the 


staple.

Charleston, 8. C., October 13.—The Nor- 
wegiar steamship Friton, of the De 
Giorgio Importing and Steamship Com- 
pany, is expected to arrive here from 
Jamaica with a eargo of frmt. This will 
be the first vessel to be sent to Charles- 
ton by this company, which has just -ef- 
fected all arrangements to include this 
port among its distributing points on the 
south’ Atlantic coast.

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OUT OF HIS HIDING PLACE 


Macon, Ga., October 13,—(Special.)—An- 
drew Bundrick, who is charged with the 
assassination of John Shrouder,‘in Dooly 
county, on the morning of September 25 
last, was locked up in ‘the police bar- 
racks of Macon this afternoon at 4 o’clock 


by Police Detective William T. Amer- 


son. 


Bundrick was arrested this morning 
about 5 o'clock in the fodder loft of the 
barn of his uncle, John Worsham, in 


Crawford county, about 30 miles from 
"Macon. 

On last Saturday Detective Amerson, 
who is one of the best Officers in ‘Geor- 
gia, learned that Bundrick was in hiding 
at his uncle’s in Crawford. Accordingly 
he managed, with Dave Wallace, of Ma- 
con, and Henry Byrd, of Houston county, 
to go and try and oust Bundrick, and 
Messrs. Amerson. Wallace and Byrd left 
Macon Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock in 
a two-horse vehicle and went to Craw- 
ford, where they arrived at a late hour 
last night within 100 yards of Mr. Wor- 
sham’s, and they agcertained that a 
stranger who answered to the description 
of Andrew Bundrick had been seen for 
several days at Mr. Worsham’s. 

The men concealed themselves near tne 
barn and watted for daylight. Then they 
saw Mr. Worsham 0 to the barn, and 
return to his house, and later Mrs. Wor- 
sham visited the barn and carried with 
her a breakfast. The men in hiding 
heard her talking to some man in the 
barn, and they were convinced the party 
was Bundrick. Soon Mrs. Worsham left 
the barn and returned to the dwelling 
house. 

Amerson, Wallace and Byrd then de- 

termined it was time to act. Mr. Wal- 
lace entered the barn and called to Bun- 
drick to.come out of the loft. He re- 
fused to do. A threat was then made to 
burn the barn unless he came down, and 
fire was applied. to some fodder, and when 
the smoke commenced to arise Bundrick 
exclaimed from the loft that he would 
come down if the men did not shoot him. 
They replied they would not hurt him if 
he did not attempt to shoot them. 
; Bundrick had a loaded winchester with 
nim, and other cartridges on his person, 
but he did not attempt to use the gun. 
He quietly surrendered and Mr. Wal- 
lace caught him by the arm as he de- 
scended from the ladder and then put a 
pair of handcuffs on him. His rifle and 
cartridges were immediately taken in 
charge. _There were sixteen cartridges in 
the rifie. 

Bundrick was searched and in ‘his 
pockets were found $545.80. Of this 
amount $180 were in $20 and $10 bills. 
There was $160 in $20 gold pieces, $150 in 
$10 gold pieces, $50 in $5 gold pieces, and 
80 cents in small silver coin. 

The finding of so much money on An- 
drew Bundrick would seem to sustain 
the report that when Andrew Bundrick 
and his brother, George, fled from Dooly 
county immediately ‘after the killing of 
Shrouder that some relative of the Bun- 
dricks drew $1,100 of their money out of 
a bank and gave it to. them.. Possibly 
the two brothers divided the money be- 
tween them and then: fled. 

The whereabouts of George Bundrick 
is not known. 

As soon as Andrew Bundrick was ar- 
rested Anderson, Wallace and Byrd put 
him in their conveyance and started on 
the long drive to Macon. Bundrick 
came peacefully. with them, anj he was 
locked up at the police station to awail 
the arrival of Sheriff G. W. Sheppard, of 
Dooly county. | : 

Considering the terrible crime with 
which Bundrick is charged as having 
committed, and his alleged defiance of 
the officers of the law, and his threats 


' met 


that he would not be captured alive, it 
is remarkable that his arrest was ef- 
fected without bloodshed and death. He 
seems to have a fear of being taken 
back to Dooly, as he apprehends that 
an attempt may be made to lynch him. 

Andrew Bundrick is above the average 
size. He is about’ ¢ feet 4 inches tall, 
weighs 200 pounds and is about forty-one 
or forty-two years old. He has a long 
sandy moustache. Bundrick denies that 
he participated in the assassination, and 
Says it was his brother George who did 
the Killing. When asked why he fled 
from Dooly, he said the people were 
talking about lynching him and he 
thought it best to leave. He says he 
reached his uncle’s in Crawford county 
on October 1, having taken that time 
since Saturday, the 2th, the day of the 
murder, to work his way through the 
country from Dooly. 

The particulars of the crime, as they 
were reported at the time of the assassi- 
nation, were as follows: 

Andrew Bundrick and his_ brother, 
George Rundrick, waylaid, shot and kill- 
ed John J. Shrouder, and a!so shot his 
wife, and. for days it was thought she 
would die, but it is now believed that 
she will recover. The Bundricks and 
Shrouder were well known white farm- 
ers and Dc of Dooly county. They 
lived near Raines, 8 miles from 
Cordele. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shrouder were in their 
buggy driving home from Cordele, where 
they had been visiting. The Bundricks 
them’ in the road and opened fire 
with shotguns. Mr. Shrouder was killed 
instantly and fell dead from the buggy. 
Mrs. Shrouder was desperately wounded. 
The horse ran away and Mrs. Shrouder 
was dashed from the buggy and seriously 
injured. She was within one month of 
confinement. 

Mr. Shreuder was about 28 years old, 
of slender build and no physical match 
for either of the Bundricks. He was 
married in the early part of this year. 
He was a quiet, orderly citizen and high- 
ly respected by all who knew him. 

On the day before the assassination 
George Bundrick was in Cordele‘and was 
preparing to arrest three negroes who 
lived, on Shrouder’s farm. One of these, 
Bundrick claimed, had stolen his pocket- 
knife. Shrouder, who was also in Cor- 
dele, remarked to Bundrick as it was 
uncertain which negro stole the knife, 
and as their arrest would cause much 
lost time from farm labor, he was will- 
ing to’ pay for the knife and the inves- 
tigation could proceed later. 

Bundrick said to Shrouder: 

“You did not steal the knife, did you?’’ 

*“‘No,” replied Shrouder. 

“Why, then, are you willing to pay for 
the knife?’ ; 

“To save time and work.”’ 

Bundrick got angry and said that 
Shrouder was acting in a rascally man- 
ner to take the pirt of a negro. Somé 
hot words ensued between the two men 
and Bundrick challenged Shrouder to 
meet and shoot the trouble out. Shroder 
said when he returned home he would 
give Bundrick satisfaction. 

The next day, as Mr. and Mrs. Shroud- 
er were riding in a buggy on the public 
highway, going home, they were sur- 
prised to be met by the Bundricks, who 
shot at them four times, each man shoot- 
ing twice. They fired slugs. 

A reward of $450 was offered for their 
capture and delivery to the sheriff of 
Dooly, or $225 for either one—$150 each 
offered by the governor of Georgia and 
$75 each offered by the widow and friends 
of the deceased. 

George W. Bundrick, the brother who 
is at large, is 3% or -. years old, 6 feet, 3 
or 4 inches high; weighs 190 to 19 pounds; 
short, shaggy beard and a moustache, 
and has rather dark hair. 
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PETTIT’S PECULIAR DEATH. 


DROPS DEAD WHILE TRYING TO 
STOP A FIGHT. 


Negro Was Whipping Hir Wife—Mr. 
Pettit Rushed Into the Room 
and Fell Dead. 


Adairsville, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
Today, 8 miles from here, Ben F. Pettit, 
about 70 years old, fell dead under pecu- 
liar circumstances. 

Oscar Shaw, a negro, and his wife lived 
at Pettits and, ft is presumed, the wo- 
rran did Pettit's housework; at least, they 
were at Pettit’s home today, when a disa- 
greement between the n°gro and his wife 
arose, and Oscar proceeded to give her a 
good whipping. 

The noise attracted Fettit’s attention 
and he ran into the room where the fra- 
cas was in progre’s. Just as he reached 
the room he fell dead. The negro became 
frightened and made his escape. He was, 
however, captured two miles from \ here 
this afternoon and is now in the hands of 
the officers. It is not the first time the 
negro hag been in trouble. 

‘Mr. Pettit was one of Bartow’s pioneer 
citizens and was well thought of and 
highly respected by his neighbors. His 


death is attributed to heart disease.

A London View of Lynchings. 

The London Sun is sent to us by 
a friend who marks.a hysterical edi- 
torial excoriation of the southern peo 
ple for the barbarism of lynching. 
The trouble with The.Sun.is that, as 
a law and order “Bobby,” it is off its 
beat. Apparently it knows just as 
much about our lynchings as it does 
about obligations of veracity and fair- 
ness. 

If, for a brief moment, one does not 
object to turning a grewsome subject 
into the subject of a hearty laugh, just 
listen to this from The Sun: 

The ostensible reason given is that the 
negroes assault white women, but too 
often revenge is the keynote of the act— 
revenge for the thrashing administered to 
the south in the civil war—revenge for 
the emancipation of the slaves—revenge 
for the years of devastation and ruin. In 
one word, acts of murder of this type are 
a flout at the federal government. 

But however funny that will sound 
here in the south, what a surprise it 
will be to those Kansas negro-burners 
around Leavenworth, who for fifty 
years, nearly, have taught their chil- 
dren to say their prayers to John 
Brown's peripatetic soul? And how 
amazing it will be to the good, pious 
folk of Urbana, in the state of Mark 
Hanna, who hung a negro. in their 
court house.:yard and killed:.a few 
militiamen for interfering! Or those 
of Washington Court House, Ohio, 
where the state troops: had to kill a 
parcel of people who were lynching 
negroes? Or those of Ironton, where 
they made a Sunday holiday of the job 
of swinging a negto to the limb of a 
sour apple tree? 

Of course The Sun is an English 
newspaper and by that token not re- 
sponsible for a stock of ignorance 
that would bankrupt any Journalistic, 
enterprise in America and really is 
excusable for having the fool ideas 
about the southern people that we 
find so funny. The editor of that pa- 
per has probably paid his little shill- 
ings to hear some of the negro sure- 
thing lecturers who have gone over to 
Engiand to work their graft on the 
sympathies of the ignorant British 
public. 

In this country, however, the causes 
of lynchings are well understood. The 
wiser and better people of the coun- 
try do not approve of them and wish 


be swift enough and able enough to 
head off and defeat the purposes of 
mobs suddenly enraged by some hid- 
eous crime. 

As it is, public sentiment will. tri- 
umph in the end. Thére will, because 
of necessity, grow up 80 
reprobation of this volunteer system 
of justice as will discourage lynchers 
and reassert the right of the courts 
to deal with all cases promptly, im- 
partially and with certain justice. 
Such a séntiment is needed in the 
north as well as the south and the 
country will have reason to congrat- 
ulate itself when the law of the land 
finally and effectually ousts the juris- 
diction of Judge Lynch. y 


The Negro as a Suffragist. 

Senator Money, of Mississippi, has 
an article in’ the current issue of Les- 
lie’s Monthly touching the negro 
problem in general and hegro suffrage 
in particular. The senator’s paper is 
an exceptionally strong exposition of 
the salient facts in the case, eminently 
worthy of careful perusal by thought 
ful; fair-minded American citizens. It 
is based upon: an intimate knowledge 
of southern conditions, and the lan; 
guage employed is dispassionate, even 
judicially impartial. The writer pre 
sents an array of statistical facts rela- 
tive to southern states, in comparison 
with similar facts pertaining to north- 
ern states, and shows that the figures 
of the actual vote, contrasted with the 
number of qualified voters, indicate 
that no voters are restrained from the 
exercise of the suffrage privilege. He 
says the indifference of too many suf- 
fragists is responsible for any dis- 
crepancy between the poll list and 
the election returns. Among the thou- 4 
sands of his own state who do not 
appear at the polls, he declares a 
large proportion are white. 

Senator Money contends that the 
conferring of citizenship upon the _ne- 
gro mass, if it deprived the several 
states of the right to regulate and de 
fine citizenship within their own bor- 
ders, would have wrought much evil 
upon the body politic. For support in 
this contention he does not have tu 
confine the application to his own sec- 
tion. Not southern states alone have 
special suffrage restrictions. Rhode 
Island, for instance, has a property 
qualification. Because a man shall not 
be forbidden the franchise by reason 
of color or previous condition of servi- 
tude cannot be taken to imply that he 
shall be free to exercise the privelege 
if otherwise unfit. The constitution, 
as amended to fit the case of the 
freedman, did not presume to deprive 
states of the right to fix suffrage qual- 
ifications not conflicting with its let- 
ter and spirit. In Rhode Island the 
average southern negro would be dis- 
franchised. There is a widespread 
feeling, not at all sectional, that the 
illiterate are not suffictently inte}))- 
gent to vote; for in this country there 
is no excuse for adult illiteracy. To 
enact a measure embodying this be- 
lief means to deprive many of the op- 
portunity to vote upon measures of 
which they are densely ignorant, or 
to sell their votes. Senator Money 
argues with reason that the question 
of color cannot enter into the mat 
ter. If the white or black who does 
not know how to read cannot be 
aroused to the ambition to learn, pub-

lic liberty and security will fare bet- 


‘ter without his voice in politics. 
Place him, by the’ ballot, upon appa- 
rent. equality with his intellectual su- 
periors, and he will have no concep- 
tion of any necessity for improving 


himeelf, Hold out to him the lure of. 


a chance to advance in importance and 
dignity through the simple process of 
learning to read and write, and he 
will. undertake this process, or show 


that. he ‘is mere human waste ma-_ 


terial. | : 

Details aside, Senator Money asks. 
if the champions of interference with 
the undoubted local rights of southern 
States would like to see Mississippi 
surrendered to the colored population. 
Such surrender would mean that not 
a white man could be elected to a 
state o: federal office. Mississippi 


has more’ negtoes of voting age than 


whites. ‘Of these thousands are dis- 
franchised, but. thousands of the 
whites also are disfranchised by the 
operation of the same law. Thus the 
element of rate injustice 1s not gp- 
parent. There has, been complete 
demonstration that the sole hope of 
elevating the negro is through educa- 
tion. He cannot be metamorphosed 
by the ballot from almost bestia] igno- 
rance to intelligent citizenship. This 
has: been attempted, and the failure 
is apparent to those most prejudiced 
in favor of universal negro ‘suffrage. 
The negro has has own battle to fight, 
but .he has a fair opportunity to 
fight it. 

We are gratified to observe that a 
number of northern journals of 
influence have commended Senator 
Money’s viewpoint and there can be 
no doubt but that northern sentiment 
has undergone a radical change with 
‘regard to the negro as a suffragist. 
This is a healthy indication, for the 
negro as well ag the south. In the 
far northwest, The Tacoma Ledger 
‘thus comments on the Mississippi 
senator’s magazine article: 

“As to the ultimate development of the 
colored race, perhaps Senator Money 1s 
unduly pessimistic. He draws a conclu- 
sion from the circumstance that Africa, 
the oldest of continents, is the most be- 
highted. Whether this conclusion is 
sound need not be considered here. The 
matter at issue is as to whether the 
south shall be permitted to work out 
its destiny without interference. Cer- 
tainly the theory that the gouth is hot 
capable of doing this, while people at a 
distance understand just the method 
that should be employed, is not giving 
the south credit for the degree of intelli. 
gence it is Known to possess.”’

Think of a platoon of horses in 
line and their riders in the rear dismount- 
ed. At the word of command they start 
on a dead run around to the first horse, 
go to the top of his back with a single 
spring, go on running down the line 
stepping on every other horse, and at the 
end of the line turn a handspring to the 
tan bark below.

Not a military 
organization can approach them, and the 
only thing they can do is to excell each 
other, for they are in a class all by 
themselves. 

Perhaps one of the most sensational 
feats which they do is when, at the com- 
mand of halt, they come to a stop stand- 
ing on their horses. At the: word, they 
jump in the air and turn about, facing 
the croup. At the word dismount, the 
whole platoon goes down to the tan bark 
like.a single wheel, every man in the 
squad turning a complete handspring over 
the croup of his horse with the ease and 
grace of a circus acrobat. And, while you 
are watching, keep an eye out for the 
man that rides last in the bareback 
platoon.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


Governor Receives Facts and 
Figures Concerning State 
Sanitarium. 


ATTENTION CALLED TO 
NEEDS OF INSTITUTION 


Trustees Deplore Necessity of Dis- 
charging Harmless Incurables. 
Wish Provision Made for 
Separation of Ordinary 
and Convict Insane. 


Govenor Candler yesterday received the 
report of the trustees of the Georgia 
state sanitarium for the year ending Sep- 
tember 1, 1902. 

The report shows that during the year 
3,319 patients received treatment at the 
sanitarium. The average number recelv- 
ing treatment at all times during the year 
was 2,635. : 

During the year 724 patients were re- 
ceived at the sanitarium. Of this num- 
ber 430 were whites and 294 colored. The 
number discharged, removed, eloped, and 
died during the year was 644, making the 
number of patients now in the institution 
2,675, 80 more than the number in the in- 
stitution at the biginning of the repor™® 
vear. j 

The report calls attention to the fact 
that harmless incurables are still being 
discharged on account of the lack of 
room. The trustees deplore this as they 
declare: 

“Each one of them is a powder maga- 
zine, likely to explode at any moment and 
murder or burn as their insane impulses 
suggest.’’ 

Attention is also called to the fact that 
no provision has been made for the sepa- 
ration of the ordinary insance and the in- 
sane criminals. The board calls upon the 
legislature to provide for separate quar- 
ters for these two classes. 

The report of the trustees is published 
in a neat handbook, which includes the 
reports of Superintendent T. O. Powell 
ana the officials of the institution and 
contains photographs of several of the 
buildings. 

During last year the number of pa- 
tients cured was 37 per cent of the num- 
ber received. During the year previous 
46 per cent of the number received were 
cured.

Gourt Affirms Judge Newman’s De- 
cree, Enjoining Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright—Hearing of 
Cases Begins—To Take 
Up Civil Docket.

The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals yesterday handed down an opinion 
efirming the decree of Judge William Yr, 
Newman, in which enjoined Comp- 
troller General William A, Wright from 
taxing the stock besd by the Louisville 
gnd Nashville Railroad Company in the 
Western Railway of Alabama. The ef- 
fect of the opinion ts to free the stock 
in question from back and future taxa- 
tion by the state of Georgia. 

The Louisville and Nashville road, as 
lessee of the Georgia road, owns one- 
half of the stock of the Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, the Central of Georgia 
owning the other half. Both roads 
giarted a fight in the courts against the 


levy. 

The Central Georgia claimed that 
its share of the stock was held by a trust 
company of New York to secure an. issue 
af bonds, and it was finally decided not 
to push the Central's case until the case 
of the Louisville and Nashville had been 
disposed of. The decision of the circuit 
court of appeals is regarded as a prac- 
tical settlement of the Central's case, 
although it can be taken up and carried 
through the courts. 

The Louisville and Nashville asked for 
an injunction on the ground that the 
property of the Western Railway of 
Alabama is located in Alabama and that 
the road pays taxes in that State. 

Judge Newman granted the injunction 
and the case was then appealeq to the 
circuit court of appeals. It was argued 
before that tribunal in New Orleans 
shortly before adjournment. 

Had the decision been favorable to 
the state, it would have meant the bring- 
ing into the state treasury of about 
$20,000 In back taxes and a large tax 
each year in the future. The state was 
endeavoring to collect back tax for about 
twelve years past. 

The fight was made by the comptroller 
general on the state law which pro- 
vides that property of foreign corpora- 
tions held by corporations or individuals 
in Georgia is subject to taxation. The 
Louisville and Nashville road was repre- 
gented by Attorneys King & Spalding 
and the Georgia road by Attorneys Jo- 
seph B. Cummings and Bryan Cummings, 
of Augusta. Comptroller General Wright 
was represented by Governor-elect Jo- 
ph M. Terrell, former attorney general, 
and Attorney General Boykin Wright.

Convention Will Be Held in Counell 
Chamber at City Hall. 


MAYOR MIMS OPENS SESSION 


Will Entertain the Delegates at an 
Informal Lunch To Be Served 
at the Club — Important 
Questions Are To Be 
+ Discussed. 


Mayors from many of the towns and 
cities of the state will meet in cofven- 
tion in Atlanta today. 

The first session of the convention will 
to order this morning at 10 
o'clock by Mayor Mims in the council 
chamber at city hall.

Some time ago Mayor Mims conceived 
the idea of having all the mayors of the 
principal cities of the state meet in At- 
lanta for the purpose of organizing a 
permanent association, the advantages of 
which are obvious to those who have 
given municipal affairs consideration. 

It is probable that the convention will 
cover two days. After opening the meet- 
ing Mayor Mims will deliver an address 
of welcome on behalf of the city, and it 
is probable that other speeches of an ap- 
propriate character will also be made by 
the notables who are to attend. 

Lunch To Be Served. 

The delegates will be entertained by 
Mayor Mims at an informal luncheon at 
the Driving Club during the afternoon, 
after which all will repair in a body to 
the Carnegie library, where they will be 
the especial guests of Miss Anne Wal- 
lace, the lbrarian. Those who attend the 
convention will be shown over the library 
and a lignt spread, it is understood, will 
doubtless be served while they are in 
the building. No institution in Atlanta 
is of more interest to the visitor than the 
Carnegie free library, and the visit of 
the delegattes to the building will unques- 
tionably prove one of the features of their 
visit to Atlanta. 

The fair association Is to entertain the 
Georgia mayors at a barbecue to be given 
at the fair grounds, and they will be 
shown many otner attentions during thetr 
stay in the city. 

During the convention a number of im- 
portant subjects will be discussed. The 
question of requiring a percentage tax on 
gross receipts ofall public utility cdrpora- 
tions will receive attention at the hands 
of the delegates, while the general sub- 
jects of tax rates, sewers, lights and mu- 
nicipal ownership of electric light, gas 
and power plants will be among the top- 
ics discussed.

Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 13.—Cotton was weak 
and lower this morning. Cables were down in 
response to our weakness of Saturday. Local 
bulls sold in a small way, being scared ‘y 
mild weather over Sunday and today, althougn 
the temperature in northwest Texas was down 
to 44 and freezing weather prevailed in Kan- 
sas. The rainfall was quite moderate, but an 
unfavorable impréssion was produced hy 
private Texas dispatches announcing a won 
derful improvement of the crop last week us 
a result of the mild weather. While private 
cables regarded the financial situation as un- 
healthy, nevertheless there ‘remained in many 
querters a feeling of confidmee in a short crop 
and higher prices as soon as the outside sur- 
roundings became healthier, since the reports 
of poor crops were too numerous to be ignored 
ana the developments in many respects re- 
semble the 1896 crop so far. The market 
improved as the recovery advanced, and tbe 
fact that exports continue so heavy is re- 
garded as certain to prevent any decline of con- 
sequence.
